Central America.

Washington, June IO.—President Mc­ 
Kinley has appointed the commission 
authorized by congress to determine a 
route for a canal across Central America. 
The commission ii composed of the fol­ 
lowing: Rear Admiral John G. Walker, 
U. S. N .; Hon. Samuel Pasco of Florida, 
Alfred Noble, civil engineer, of Illinois; 
George S. Morrison, civil engineer, of 
New York; Colonel Peter O. Haines, U. 
S. A.; Professor W illiam H. Burr of 
Connecticut, Lieutenant Colonel Osw ald 
II. Ernst, U. 8, A.; Louis M. Haupt, 
civil engineer, of Pennsylvania; Profes­ 
sor Emory R. Johnson of Pennsylvania. 
Admiral W alker, who is at the head 
of the commission, said last night that 
he will call the members together at the 
earliest practicable moment. 
The rainy 
season is now on in Panama and Nicar­ 
agua, but nevertheless it is extremely 
likely that the committee will proceed 
forthwith to a personal inspection of 
the rontes aud divide ap the work so as 
to make an early report to congress 
possible. 
Rear Admiral Walker, Col­ 
onel Haines and Mr. Hanpt are mem 
hers of the present Nic araguan canal 
commission. 
Senator Pascoe of Florida is qualified 
in many ways for duty on the commis­ 
sion. 
George 8. Morrison has been 
president of the Society of Civil Engi­ 
neers. 
Alfred Noble was formerly a member 
of one of the canal commissions and has 
been engaged in many large engineer­ 
ing undertakings. 
Colonel Ernst was 
formerly superintendent of the military 
academy. 
Professor Burr Is the head of the de- 
B 
irtment of engineering of Columbia 
uiversity, New York City, aud has 
had large engineering experiences. 
Professor Emory R. Johnson of the 
University of Pennsylvania was ap­ 
pointed because the president has felt 
that the economic and commercial side 
of the inve .gallon into the proposed 
canal routes is one of its most important 
features, and in 
selecting Professor 
Johnson has acceded to the recommen­ 
dations and wishes of many prominent 
commercial organizations.

The outlook in the trade as regards 
next season’s labor scale is still unset­ 
tled. The nsnal early spring predictions 
of an immense redaction in cotton acre­ 
age have failed of realization, and cur­ 
rent estimates favor a falling off of 8 to 
5 per cent in the cotton belt as a whole. 
This added to good trade at home and 
abreed, and advices that the crop has 
not as yet made up all the time lost by 
a backward season, has strengthened 
values of the raw material slightly.

Terre Haute House, Colonel 
Thompson and the distinguished guests 
occupying a central table, with the other 
tables placed at light angles.
